Location: The project site is located along State Highway 32 and Stage Road north of Forest Ranch
with the address of 16414 Stage Road, Forest Ranch, CA 95942. Assessor Parcel Number: 056-240-
038.

Project Description: The project consists of subdividing a 96-acre property located in the FR-5 zone
into four parcels. Parcel 1 (9.9 acres), Parcel 2 (9.6 acres), Parcel 3 (7.5 acres) and Parcel 4 (70 acres).
Parcels 1-3 would be located on the west side of State Highway 32. Parcel 4 would be located on the
east side of State Highway 32 and on the east and west side of Stage Road. A portion of Parcel 4
would remain located between the State Highway 32 and Stage Road. The parcel is currently
undeveloped. Wastewater disposal on would be provided by individual on-site septic systems.
Domestic water service would be provided by new wells on each parcel. Access to Parcels 1-3 would
be via a private road from State Highway 32. Access to Parcel 4 would be via a driveway from State
Highway 32 and Stage Road. The California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) requires this notice
to disclose whether any listed toxic sites are present on the project site. The project site does not
contain a listed toxic site.
